Hip Pockets to 
be Made Crime 
Under New Law 


To discourage bootlegging and vio- 
lations of the national prohibition 
act, Senator Henry A. Chamberlain 
of Los Angeles has introduced a dill 
into the senate “under which hip- 
pockets in trousers would be declar-

The British mint is issuing a new 
silver currency, half silver and half 
alloy, cons'sting of 500 instead of 925 
parts fine Silver, to the 1000. The 
latter has been the authorized qual- 


ity since the reign. of Queen Eliza-. 


beth. 

In course of time the present sil- 
ver will be withdrawn from circula- 
tion and this new coinage will re- 
place it. The currency cannot be 
used in payment of foreign debt and 
is intended only for use as small 
change in England.

The U. 8. postal saVinin system 
is today marking its tenth anhiver- 
sary by issuing a néw postal savings 
ecard which will displace the 10c 
postal savings card, which has been 
in wuSe since the establishment of 
the system on January 1, 1911. 

The ‘new card will be furnished 
free of: cost,and when ten 10c pos- 
tal savings stamps have been affixed 
to it will be accepted at any depos- 
itory office as a depasit of $1, or it 
may be redeemed in cash. The out- 
Standing feature of the new Card is 
| the translation into twenty-four for-' 
|ime languages of the statement that 
the faith of the United States is 
»|solemnly pledged to the payment of 
deposits made "with the ‘system. 

The service was first established 
at forty-eight postoffices, one in each 
State, on “January 1, 1911, -and al- 
though hampered by many restr‘c- 
tions as to rate of interest and max- 
imum amount aHowed on deposit, 
it has shown remarkable ‘progress. 
Postmaster -General Burleson = an- 
nounces that the amount on. deposit 
today is more than. $162,000,000 and 
its depositors have long since pass- 
ed ‘the one-half’ million mark. 

As predicted by its proponents in 
the days before the passage of the 
original postal savings act, our for- 
eign born citizens have been. the 
principal patrons of the ‘$ystem.
